Iu Eastern Tennesse, North 
Western Georgia, Western North 
Carolina and Southern Kentucky 
the leaven of Henry Clay protection- 
ism has been at work all these years, 
and but for the constant menace ot 
Federal interference with local af 
fairs which the Republican managers 
have foolishly held out there would 
have been a break in the lines long 
ago. 

"Aside from that the young gener- 
ation iu the South sees wha* cola-sal 
fortunes protection has piled up iu 
the North, and they waut some of it 
for themselves. It the Harrisons aod 
Lodges are kept in the rear the Re- 
pablicau party has a bright future in 
the South; that is, the Democrats can 
no longer solidify the States ot that 
section into a compact political mass."

The town possesses the fiuest school 
in the State west of Muldraughs Hit), 
and a school, too, capable of indefinite 
development aud eiteusion. A town 
possessing all these preseut aud pos- 
sible advantages should be up aud at 
something. The town needs macad- 
amized streets, it needs an electrie 
railway to connect with the C. O. & 
8. W. K. It. at Beaver Dam, the Col- 
lege needs additions aud additional 
departments because ot its unprece- 
dented growth, the lowu needs a bet- 
ter system of street workiug aud 
cleauiug. This list of questious, any 
and all oi which merit the attention 
of our people aud not ouly their at- 
tention hut their earnest thought and 
aud zsalous tabor, might be coutiuued , 



| at length. But the above will be suf- 
j ficient to point tho thoughtful citizen 
to the many useful and profitable 
problems to whose solution and adop- 
tion our people could well afford to 
give their time aud energy. Instead, 
however, of being engaged in an un- 
dertaking that would build up the 
town along commercial, industrial, 
educatiounl or moral lines, we are 
wrangling over the question whether 
or not we shall have open saloons.

ClMrUnS'a limns* ol Front. 

The most interesting and signifi- 
cant things about Cleveland's special 
message is the tact that it represents 
a manifest change of front on part. 
That is to say, it differs ia an impor- 
tant way from that part of his annual 
message relating to the same Bubject. 
It will be remembered that he then 
recommended a plan ol currency re- 
form which waa calculated to extin- 
guish the national banks and to in- 
troduce a system of State hanks and 
of issue. The Carlisle bill embodied 
this plan and he gave that measure 
his unqualified indorsement. Now 
he proposes to perpetuate the nation- 
al banks by providing them with an 
additional basis of circulation in the 
lorm of an unlimited quantity of fiity 
year bonds, and the idea ol State 
banks is entirely discarded. There 
is not a single feature oi this new 
plan that is in harmony with the 
platform or the prevailing sentiment 
of his party. On the contrary, it di- 
rectly antagonizes the known opin- 
ions and wishes of a large majority 
of that party. It does not contem- 
plate any further silver coinage, or 
any other kind of ill-advisedand dan- 
gerous inflation. Iu short.it is noth- 
ing if not uati-Democratic. 

It will readily be seen, therefore, 
that the Republicans can support the 
President in this new attempt to 
solve the currancy problem without 
any sacrifice of their convictions or 
any violation ol the principles and 
politics of their party. He has prac- 
tically come over to their side so far 
as this great issue is concerned. His 
message is equivalent to a confession 
that he was mistaken in recommend- 
ing the passage of the Carlisle bill, 
and that he is now satisfied that the 
best thing to do is to preserve the 
Republican banking system and pre- 
vent the revival of the old wild cat 
currency. The fact that he thus re- 
pudiates the platform upon which he 
was elected is a conclusive reason 
why those who tried to deleat him 
should now co operate with him in 
the promotion of the public welfare 
and prosperity, He does not ask 
them to be inconsistent, but only to 
vote according to views that they 
have always entertained. It will not 
do for them to say that they are op- 
posed to the perpetuation of the na- 
tional banking system which has 
proved to be so advantageous to the 
country, or that they are against the 
selling ot bonds to replenish the fund 
upon which the stability of the cur- 
rency depends, whatever may be the 
cause of the depletion of said fund. 
They are not responsible for the pres- 
ent unfortunate situation, to be sure; 
but they will be in a measure respon- 
sible for its continuance if they neg- 
lect or refuse to assist the President 
in bringing about a better State of 
things by Repuulican methods —

The Louisville Past prints the fol- 
lowing section from the New York 
statute books and urges the press of 
the State to advocate the passage of 
such a law for Kentucky: 

"Any person who willfully states, 
delivers or transmit by any means 
whatever to any manager. editor, pub- 
lisher, reporter or other employe of a 
publisher or any newspaper, maga- 
zine, publication, periodical or serial, 
any statement concerning any person 
or corporation, which, if published 
therein, would be libel, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor.’* 

Such a law would certainly spare 
the press a great deal of annoyance 
and would materially lessen the ac- 
tion brought for libel. 

There are other laws which we 
think should be passed by the Legis- 
ture and which should be agitated by 
the State papers. The chief of these 
is a reform in our jury system. The 
follow of the present law is demon- 
strated in every case tried by jury. 
The fact that a man has read of or 
discussed the circumstances connected 
with a case should not disqualify him 
for jury service in that particular 
case, as long as his character and 
probity are unquestedioned and so 
long as he is in a position to render 
au impartial verdict. The man who 
tortus an honest opinion is everr rea- 
dy to alter it in contorfUity to the 
facts in the case. Ignorance ot what 
is transpiring around him or the in- 
ability to reach a conclusion or form 
an opinion of his own should no lon- 
ger be the pnncipal qualification of a 
juror. This condition ia not only 
an obstacle to justice, but it is also 
olten the means of piling up expense 
on tlic State. What say the State 
press to a change in our jury law,—

“C. J." Favors our New Con- 
gressman. 

And Gives His Opinion of 
the Administration. 

Lebanon, Ky., Feb. 5th, 1895. 

It has been my endeavor, for sever- 
al months past, to furnish each week 
for your paper such thnughtsas seem- 
ed to me might be of possible Interest 
to your readers touching political and 
public matters; occasional absence 
from home sometimes interferes, 
however.

Comparisons and poetry aside, the 
Fourth district has been redeemed 
from the most rotten ring rule of De- 
mocracy that ever cursed any district 
and Hon. John W. Lewis, Congress- 
man elect, did it. He made a person- 
al canvass of his district, making 
many speches in each couaty and did 
more real hard work in the district 
than ever was done by all the Re- 
publican candidates before in all the 
campaigns put together. He is the 
peer of any man in Kentucky and is 
well fitted to succeed Senator Black- 
burn as he is to succeed Mr. Mont- 
gomery; and our representation in 
the Senate would be as many steps 
forward in that event as it will be in 
House.

WOMEN RUN THE STATE. 

The Curious Qovsrnmsnt of the Lit- 
tle Kingdom of Bantam. 

Among the colonial possessions or 
dependencies of Holland there is a 
remarkable little state which, In its 
constitution and the custom of Its 
inhabitants, surpasses the boldest 
flights of the advocates of women's 
rights. In the Island of Java, be- 
tween the cities of Batavia and Sara- 
arang, is the kingdom of Bantam, 
which, although tributary to Hol- 
land, is In other respects an Inde- 
pendent state, politically without 
importance, yet happy, rich and since 
time immemorial governed and de- 
fended by women. The sovereign is, 
says the Brooklyn Eagle, Indeed, a 
man, but all the rest of the govern- 
ment belongs to women. The king 
Is entirely dependent upon his state 
council, composed of three women. 
The highest authorities, all state of- 
ficers, court funotlouariea, military 
commanders and soldiers are, with- 
out exception, women. The men are 
agriculturists aod merchant*. The 
king's body guard la formed of ama- 
zons, who ride In the masculine 
style. The throne la Inherited by 
the eldest son, and in case the king 
dies without issue a hundred ama- 
ions assemble and choose a successor 
from among their own sons, the 
chosen one being then proclaimed 
lawful king, 

PREHISTORIC) REMAINS. 

Mammoth Tusks of a Mastodon That 
Once Inhabited Alaska. 

A prospector who came down on 
the steamshlpClty of Topeka recent- 
ly from the gold fields of Alaska 
brought a number of curious relics 
of that far-away region. The most 
Interesting of the collection is a set 
of Ivory tuska of an enormous site, 
the remains of a mastodon. A great 
tooth was also found with the tusks, 
whloh were discovered in a deop 
canyon several hundred miles hack In 
the mountains from Juneau. The 
size of the tusks In question Is some- 
thing phenomenal. They form al- 
most a semicircle, the circumference 
being teD feet by actual measure- 
ment, tapering down to a point from 
a thickness of about six Inches, 
where the tusk projects from the 
head. The elements of ages have 
apparently had but little effect on 
these mastodonio ornaments, for the 
surface is almost smooth and nearly 
as hard as rock, and the combined 
weight of the two tusks exceeds 
three hundred and fifty pounds. Tbs 
tooth found Is of Irregular shape, 
probably fourteen inches long, six 
Inches through, and weighs ten or 
fifteen pounds.— Seattle Telegraph.

NEEDS A DELICATE TOUCH. 

The Diamond Hotter and HU Method of 

Klxlni Precious Atone*. 

Few people outside the jewelry trade 
have any idea how the brilltanta they 
buy and wear are fastened into their 
settings, and a great many retail jew- 
elers who have sold jewelry for years 
are equally as ignorant, says the Pitts- 
burgh Dispatch. The art of sotting 
jewelry is comparatively simple, the 
skill of a setter depending on his knowl- 
edge cf the strength of material and 
the delicate touch required, which can 
only be gained by years of practice. 
There are only four distinct methods 
of setting a diamond, though mount- 
ings aro made which involve two or 
more of these methods. The most com- 
mon is the clamp, or claw, setting. 
This comes to the setter with every 
clamp os straight and square as a fence 
picket Ho imbeds this mounting, 
whatever it may be, In warm shellac 
on the end of & stick (six inches of 
broom handle is generally used) leav- 
ing the setting exposed. This cools 
and holds the delicate pieces of jew- 
elry firm in all parts. He then, with a 
thin file, sharpens all the clamps, 
bringing them up to sharp points. 
Then with a scraper or graver shaped 
like a chisel (all of his cutting tools are 
miniature chisels of different shapes), 
he digs out a bearing or shoulder for 
the edge of the stone on the inside of 
each clamp; he now, with a pair of 
sharp-pointed pliers, bends the clamps 
inward or outward as they happen to 
require, until the stone will just squeeze 
into the circle of clamps. 

Then the stone Is pressed firmly down 
until the edge rests squarely on the 
bearing of each clamp. This leaves the 
edge of the damps sticking up past the 
edge of the stone. The next step is to 
push all these ends over the edge and 
burnish them tight. A pushing tool is 
used for this, a pieoe of soft steel about 
three inches long, filed to a small square 
end and fitted In a round handle. 
When the clamps are all firm in their 
places they are bright-cut, as the term 
is. Tho clamps are trimmed to a point 
with three cuts, two on the sides and 
ono on the top. The setter cuts away 
from tho stone, and must be careful 
not to dig too deep into the gold, or 
he will push tho whole clamp away ' 
from the stone; then, to make a good 
job, the stone must come out and the 
clamp be bent inward again. Home 
who manufacture tho finest goods do 
not believe in bright-cutting clamps on 
rings, as the sharp edges left are very 
severe on gloves worn over them. A 
setter employed by these firms merely 
files the dump to a point, and the pol- 
isher buffs it round on top when the 
work gets its last finish.

U iTflOUT A THRONE. 

A King Who Was Without. Honor 
in' His Own Country.

Nietos Army. 

I.mils Philippe Albert, Comte ile Purl., 
whose death occurred recently, writes 
Pierre Comlnges in llohlon Days, 
claimed to lie the king of Prance. Ile 
was, however, never on the throne and 
never acknowledged king in Prance. 
Tho monarchical governments of Eu- 
rope, as a rule, professed to believe 
that he really was king, hut, of eourse, 
to preserve their friendly relations 
with the republic, they were forced to 
recognize tho president as the chief ex- 
ecutive of that country. 

Nevertheless, Louis Philippe was re- 
garded as a king by quite a strong par- 
ty, who will now turn to his son, Louis 
1 Philippe Robert, a young man of twen- 
ty-five, who is very much in earnest in 
bis pretensions to the throne of France. 

Comte do Paris was born in Paris on 
August 24 , 1 B 38 , and became, by the 
death of his fattier in 1843 , the imme- 
diate heir to the crown his grandfather, 
Louis Philippe, had picked up when 
Charles X. dropped it in his flight from 
Paris, after the "Three Glorious Days" 
of duly, 1830 . 

When ho was ten years of age Comte 
de Paris was, with his grandfather, 
King Louis Philippe, driven from 
France by the revolution of 1848 . 

Though too young to remember his 
father's death, Comte do Paris d juht- 
less always remembered the scene 
when his brave mother took him and 
his brother to the chamber of deputies, 
only to escape therefrom at the peril of 
their lives. After many dangers, the 
fugitives succeeded in crossing tho 
frontier, and went to live at a country 
house belonging to the grand duke of 
Saxe-Weimar. 

The exiled king and queen reached 
England, and there the ex-king died in 
185 ft Ever afterwards Comte de Paris 
has occupied the position of pretender 
to the French throne. 

■He has lived a very quiet life, en- 
livened by very slight conspiracies, 
none of which involved any very dan- 
gerous schemes, and as a result he hoa 
been very little before the public eye. 

The only time, Indeed, when he came 
very prominently before the world 
was in 1801 , when, accompanied by hla 
| brother, Due de Chartres, and his 
uncle, Prince de Joinvillc, he came to 
America and offered his serrices as a 
volunteer to aid in the preservation of 
the union. Gen. McClellan, then com- 
munder of the army of the Potomac, 
made him and his brother officers on 
his stuff, with the rank of captain. 

John Jacob Astor, whose name will 
always be a synonym for millionaire In 
the United States, was also on the staff 
of the general. Both the distinguished 
foreigners were obedient, well-be- 
haved and thoroughly acquainted with 
the duty of their positions Comte 
de Paris was repeatedly intrusted by 
Gen. McClellan with important and 
dangerous commissions, which he ful- 
filled with credit and ability. For 
more than a year the comte partici- 
pated in the varying fortunes of the 
army of the Potomac, accepting no pay 
for bis services 

France began shortly after this to in- 
terfere in Mexican affaira. and there 
arose a coolness between this country 
and the comte'a, which led to the 
comte's resignation, lest he might be 
called upon to fight his own people. He 
therefore resigned his commission, in 
spite of Gen. McClellan's efforts to re- 
tain his services 

The overthrow of Napoleon 111 . and 
the downfall of the second empire at 
last enabled the comte to return to 
France. The third republic, very soon 
after It was established, fell into the 
bands of a coalition of royalists, who 
permitted the Orleans princes to return 
to their native land and restored them 
their estates, which had been confis- 
cated by Napoleon III., with forty mil- 
lion francs as an indemnity for the 
deprivation of their revenues The 
comte received his share, and also hie 
ancestral estate. 

For awhile it seemed very probable 
that the monarchy would be restored; 
but, as the partisans of the other 
claimants refused to help them, the 
French people at last got tired and be- 
came for the most part good republic- 
ans In 1873 , when It was too late to 
do any good, all the claimants to the 
French throne, except the Bonapartlsts, 
recognized the comte as dc jure king of 
France. 

A royalist demonstration in 1880 led 
to the exile of the comte and all mem- 
bers of his family. 

lie took up his residence in England, 
and from that country issued mani- 
festoes declaring that the men who 
were ruling France had lost the confi- 
dence of the people, and the only sal- 
vation of the nation was to restore the 
monarchical form of government 
The new head of the French royal 
house — Louis Phillippc Robert — is 
quick, intelligent, active, energetic, 
passionately fond of movement, and 
uncompromising in the expression of 
his thoughts and feelings. In dispo- 
sit ion and temperament ho is singu- 
larly unlike bis father, who was one of 
the best informed men living, a deep 
thinker and a scholar. 

What influence the new pretender 
will exert on the destinies of France 
cannot be guessed, but the probabil- 
ities are that, like hts father, he will 
live and die a mere pretender — a king 
without a throne or a crown. 

Fnunil* t Ion of a Fortune. 

The assassination of President Carnot 
has made the fqrtune of the hardware 
dealer in Cette where Cuserio bought 
the knife with which he committed his 
crime. Since the origin of the knife 
became known no day has passeii with- 
out Guillaume's receiving orders for 
the "Carnot polguuril." These orders 
come not only from France, but also 
from foreign countries, in such num- 
bers that the dealer cannot fill them. 
One house In Brussels alone ordered 
three hundred. 

SPENT MUCH MONEY. 

TUs Children or a Vienna Hanker Who lied 
Money to Huru end (turned It. 
Princess Ypsilantl, who died *n Vi- 
enna a few days ago, belonged to ono 
of the oldest families in Austria aud 
was horn iu Vienna March 13 , 1845 . 
Her father was tba late Baron Simon 
8ina von Kudos und Kizdia, and her 
mother a member of the famous Rou- 
manian family of Ghika. Baron 
Hina was the son of George Sinn the , 
wealthiest bauker in Vienna. Baron 
Hina received on his father's death 
00 , 000,000 florins, or 845 , 000 , 000 . This 
immense sum was divided on the death 
of Karon Hina between his three daugh- 
ters, each receiving nourly 815 , 000 , 000 . 
One of the daughters married George 
Mavrocorduto, a member of one of the 
noblest fumilieaof Greece. The second I 
married the spendthrift Due de Cas- 
tries, a relative of the lute Murshal Mo- 
Mahon, of France. 

The t^ird daughter, Helene, Novem- 
ber 33 , 1803 , wheu she was but 17 yeara 
old, married IVlnee Gregory Ypsilantl, 
a native of Epirus uud son of Deme- 
trius Ypsllunti, whose valorous deeds 
during the Greek revolution made the j 
name of Ypsiluuti famous throughout j 
the world. During the siege of the 
city of Nsupllu, Demetrius, with a 
small body of Greeks, one night sailed 
forth and attacked the euemy, creating 
such terror smoug the Turks that they | 
Jltlacd the sail v the uesi duy 



*' Prines Gregory Ypsilantl *u tits 
Greek envoy In Vienna for many years. 
He was a man of Independent means, 
aside from the greet fortune brought 
to him by hie wife, and served his noun- 
| try for honor alone, refusing all eom- 
| permit Ion for hla duties as Its diplo- 
matic representative In Austria. 

Prince Gregory Ypsilantidled In Parle 
on Fobruary 30 , 1888 , and was succeeded 
as head of hie family by his eldest eon. 
Prince Emmanuel, who le now a lad ef 
18 . Three weeks after hie death tha 
bankruptcy of the princess waa an- 
nounced, to the amazement of the arie- 
tooratlr circles of Vienna and Athens. 
Prince Gregory had been a man of ap- 
parentiv quiet and retiring disposition, 
but he and his wife bad managed to 
get rid of ( 35 , 000,000 In ten years, and 
the widowed princess found herself 
(4.000.000 I n debt
